The  individuals  are  listed  by  given  name  alphabetically  which  eliminates  , 
the  need  for  a  TOPPING  index  in  this-manuscript.  The  principals  are 


those  in  direct  line  from  (El)  RICHARD  (About  1470-By  1524)  to  (E44) 
THOMAS  (Ih0&-1688)  who  came  to  America  in  1&36.  These  are  listed 
in  direct  line  in  the  front  of  the  manuscript  and  all  others  after  them 
alphabetically.  As  some  of  the  others  played  some  part  in  the  early 
days  of  the  American  colonies  and  -whose  descendents  may  still  be 
living  in  England,  I  have  included  everyone  of  whom  I  have  data.

Before  proceeding  with  the  study  of  the  TOPPING  genealogy,  it  would 
be  well  to  know  of  the  locale  where  our  earliest  known  ancestor  lived. 

LEIGHTON  BUZZARD,  a  name  which  has  variations  of  spelling  from 
LESTON  in  the  11th  Century,  with  the  French  name  of  BOUSARD-BEAUSARD  later 
and  LEIGH  in  the  16th  Century  were  all  names  of  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  at  the  time. 

This  town  of  some  8,  910  acres  is  in  the  midlands  of  England,  some  40  to  50  miles 
north  of  London.  It  is  on  the  OUZEL  RIVER  and  the  GRAND  JUNCTION  CANAL 
passes  through  it.  The  river  is  the  boundary  between  BEDFORDSHIRE  and  BUCK¬ 
INGHAMSHIRE  and  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  many  places,  i.  e. ,  LINSLADE, 
SOULBURY,  CRAFTON,  WING,  DUNSTABLE,  TOTTERNHOE,  the  BRICK  HILLS, 
etc.  are  very  close  to  LEIGHTON  BUZZARD,  which  is  the  post  office  today  (1958) 
for  WING,  BUCKINGHAMSHIRE.

In  1086,  LEIGHTON  (LESTON)  was  in  the  MANSHEAD  HUNDRED  in 
the  DOMESDAY  BOOK  and  is  referred  to  as  a  market  town  which  it  has  continued  to 
be  on  into  modern  times.  Its  market  cross,  which  stands  in  MARKET  SQUARE,  is 
pentagonal  shaped  and  was  built  in  the  15th  Century  and  no  doubt  was  a  meeting  place 
of  our  ancestors  on  Market  Day  where,  in  the  17th  Century,  they  exchanged  news  of 
those  who  had  gone  overseas.  In  the  1600's,  the  town  had  7  or  8  hotel  or  hostels. 

Many  people  who  went  to  the  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  Colonies  came  from  this 
vicinity,  i.e.,»SAYRE,  REEVE,  COLEMAN  and  others. 

All  Saints  Church,  whose  spire  dominates  the  countryside,  was  built 
in  the  second  half  of  the  13th  Century  and  except  for  some  changes  of  the  windows  in 
the  15th  Century,  it  has  stood  as  it  was- built,  and  it  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  repair. 

To  this  church  went  our  ancestors  to  worship.  The  church  register,  which  starts  in 
1562,  is  somewhat  defective  in  the  early  years  for  some  entries  are  really  only  com¬ 
plete  since  1653  and  it  is  evident  that  a  book  is  missing.  The  search  for  this  missing 
book  has  continued  these  many  years  and  there  is  some  feeling  that  it  may  turn  up  some 
day  in  a  book  or  record  collection  as  so  many  have  in  recent  times.  Fortunately  for 
the  TOPPING  search  the  MANOR  COURT  ROLLS  are  in  existence  and  are  in  very  good 
condition.  These  COURT  ROLLS  are,  in  modern  terms,  really  the  books  and  records 
kept  by  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  the  business  conducted  by  him  and  his  associates. 

The  name  "ROLL"  stems  from  the  fact  that  they  are  sheets  of  paper  not  bound  as 
in  a  book  but  rolled  up.  These  rolls  were  kept  at  ST.  GEORGES,  WINDSOR  until 
1957,  when  they  were  transferred  to  COUNTY  RECORD  OFFICE  at  BEDFORD 
where  they  are  now  (1958)  available  for  search. 

In  the  COURT  ROLLS  for  LEIGHTON,  when  reference  is  made  to  lands 
held  by  various  generations  of  the  TOPPING  family,  part  of  the  description  involves 
"LE  LECKE  END"  -  the  end  of  the  lake.  Today,  we  have  LAKE  STREET  in  LEIGHTON 
BUZZARD.  THOMAS  LEIGH,  later  LORD  LEIGH  was  lord  of  the  manor  prior  to  1643 
and  no  doubt  was  well  aware  of  the  activities  of  our  early  colonies.  I  mention  this  for, 
in  spite  of  the  early  hardships  of  the  Pilgrims,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  later  settlers 
had  things  fairly  well  organized  and  that  trade  and  traffic  from  the  colonies  to  all  parts 
of  England  was  good  and  profitable. 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  name  TOPPING,  it  is  the  opinion  of  those  who 
have  made  a  study  of  this  matter  that  it  was  taken  by  an  ancestor  who  had  a  very 
heavy  head  of  hair.  Prior  to  the  12th  Century,  most  people  only  had  a  single  name. 

The  second  name  was  usually  taken  from  a  place  of  living,  trade  or  profession,  per¬ 
sonal  characteristic,  etc.  As  there  is  evidence  that  the  name  TOPPING  started  in 
several  places  in  England  about  the  same  time,  it  is  probable  that  everyone  of  the 
name  did  not  all  stem  from  the  same  forefather.  _  _ _

It  is  not  known  as  to  where  (El)  RICHARD  TOPPING  lived  prior  to  ' 

It  is  assumed  that  he  came  from  the  vicinity  of 
LEIGHTON  BUZZARD  probably  from  the  area  known  as  the  BRICK  HILLS,  just  \] 

to  the  north  or  it  is  also  possible  that  he  came  from  HARDWICK,  BUCKS. ,  a  rj 

village  about  8  miles  S/W  of  LEIGHTON  BUZZARD.  There  were  TOPPING 
families  at  HARDWICK  in  the  14th  and  15th  Centuries  as  recorded  in  the  COURT  J- 

ROLLS  of  the  Manor,  HARDWICK  CUM  WEEDON.  These  rolls  are  at  NEW  ;; 

COLLEGE,  OXFORD.  In  1459,  it  was  presented  that  WILLIAM  TOPPING  had 
died  and  his  wife  JOAN  and  his  son  HENRY  sought  to  be  admitted.  This  HENRY 
could  have  been  the  father  of  (El)  RICHARD  of  LEIGHTON  BUZZARD.  I.

The  first  reference  to  HENRY  TOPPING  is  found  in  the  GREAT  SUB¬ 
SIDY  TAX  ROLL  of  1524  when  he  is  assessed  at  20  marks,  the  highest  tax  on  the 
list  for  LEIGHTON  BUZZARD.  This  tax  roll  is  practically  a  census  for  every 
resident  is  listed  and  pays  some  tax  even  as  low  as  1  pence.

A  HENRY  PRENTICE  of  SOUTHCOTE  in  the  Parish  of  LINSLADE

WILLIAM  HOLLAND  pays  for  7  acres.  Several  rent  rolls  of  1566  show  that 
RICHARD  pays  15/6  rent.

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WING,  BUCKINGHAMSHIRE,  ENGLAND 


This  village  is  located  some  2-3  miles  S.  W.  of  LEIGHTON 
BUZZARD  which  is  its  post  office  (1958).  In  the  DOMESDAY  BOOK  (1086)  WING 
is  in  the  COTTSLOE  HUNDRED  and  the  Parish  consists  of  some  5,  703  acres  and 
overlooks  the  VALE  of  AYLESBURY.  CRAFTON  is  one  of  the  hamlets  of  WING 
and  for  the  past  hundred  years  has  been  a  ROTHSCHILD  estate.  ASCOTT  HOUSE, 
the  seat  of  the  DORMER  family,  the  house  which  was  built  in  1606  by  SIR  ROBERT 
DORMER,  was  the  winter  residence  of  LEOPOLD  ROTHSCHILD  and  in  recent 
times  maintained  by  LORD  ROSEBERRY. 

The  Church  of  All  Saints  in  WING  is  remarkable  as  retaining  more 
fully  than  any  other  Church  in  England  the  early  plan  of  Christian  Churches  which 
is  believed 'to  have  been  adopted  from  the  Roman  public  buildings  called  Basilicae. 
This  Church,  which  is  built  of  a  rubbly  limestone,  said  to  have  been  quarried  on 
the  GLEVE  farm,  may  be  dated  with  some  certainty  by  the  narrow  pilasters  dec¬ 
orating  the  Chancel  and  by  the  window  with  a  MID- WALL  shaft  above  the  Chancel 
arch.  These  are  the  features  introduced  into  England  in  the  days  of  the  great 
churchman  DUNSTAN  and  the  building  on  architectural  grounds  alone  can  be 
ascribed  to  the  latter  half  of  the  10th  Century.  The  Manor  of  WING,  at  this  time, 
was  in  the  hands  of  a  Lady  of  the  Royal  House,  LADY  AELFGIFU  and  which  she 
willed  about  975,  together  with  LINSLADE,  HAVERSHAM,  MARSWORTH,  and 
other  distant  places  to  her  ROYAL  LORD,  KING  EADGAR.  She  was  buried  at 
WINCHESTER. 


Extensive  work  has  been  done  on  the  Church  at  various  times  and  it 
has  been  well  maintained.  In  the  16th  Century  considerable  work  was  done  by  SIR 
ROBERT  DORMER  whose  tomb  is  located  in  the  Church.  Extensive  repairs  have 
been  made  in  recent  times  (since  1938)  under  the  direction  of  VERE  WOODMAN, 
who  lives  in  WING  and  whose  help  on  this  TOPPING  family  search  has  been  ap¬ 
preciated.  A  most  interesting  booklet  titled  ’'ALL  SAINTS,  WING,  BUCKS.", 
by  A.  VERE  WOODMAN,  1951,  setting  forth  the  Church  history,  Las  recently 
been  printed  and  is  available  at  some  of  the  principal  libraries  in  the  United 
State  s . 


The  Church  Registers  are  in  excellent  condition  in  comparison  to 
some  registers  of  the  same  age  and  date  back  to  about  1558  with  a  few  years  mis¬ 
sing  here  and  there  in  the  early  years.  There  are  numerous  TOPPING  entries 
and  copies  of  the  registers  have  been  printed  and  are  available  in  principal 
libraries  such  as  the  New  York  Public  Library.

(E8)  JOHN  lived  in  what  was  known  as  the  "SOUTH  END"  of 
CRAFTON,  a  hamlet  of  WING.  CRAFTON  was  approximately  1000  acres  of  land 
and  in  1850,  it  was  bought  by  BARON  MAYER  AMSCHEL  DE  ROTHSCHILD.  He 
tore  town  all  of  the  homes  except  the  HENRY  KEENE  house  which  he  remodeled 
and  it  stands  in  1958.  This  property,  once  CRAFTON  but  now  part  of  MENTMORE 
was  again  sold  in  1944  having  been  a  ROTHSCHILD  ESTATE  for  almost  a  century. 
Just  prior  to  the  demolition  of  the  old  CRAFTON  homesteads  in  1850,  the  REV. 

J.  G.  JOYCE,  VICAR  OF  WING  from  1847  -  1850  made  a  small  sketch  of  each 
house  in  the  hamlet.  The  one  entitled  CRAFTON,  SOUTH  END  (the  TOPPING 
HOMESTEAD)  was  in  the  possession  of  F.  G.  GURNEY,  an  associate  of  MR. 
WOODMAN  in  1945.  MR.  WOODMAN  had  a  copy  made  of  it  which  is  now  in  my 
possession  and  will  be  printed  in  the  published  genealogy. 

JOHN  TOPPING  is  listed  as  CHURCH  WARDEN  of  ALL  SAINTS 
CHURCH,  WING,  BUCKS.,  for  the  years  1575,  1583,  1592  and  1601.

TOTTERNHOE  is  a  village  about  4  miles  S.  E.  of  LEIGHTON 
BUZZARD  and  is  about  2400  acre 6  in  6ize.  It  is  a  farming  community  and 
was  listed  in  the  DOMESDAY  BOOK  in  the  MANSHEAD  HUNDRED  in  1086. 

It  was  here  that  (E21)  JOHN  TOPPING  (1578-1623)  married 
the  widow,  HELEN  CROSSMAN,  and  it  was  here  that  (E44)  THOMAS  TOPPING 
(1608-1688)  who  came  to  America  in  1636,  was  born.  THOMAS  married  EMMA 
ALDRIDGE  and  her  father  AMBROSE  ALDRIDGE  was  lord  of  the  MANOR  of 
TOTTERNHOE  in  1630.  JOHN  TOPPING  and  HELEN  CROSSMAN  were  buried 
here. 


Its  Church  of  St.  Giles  dates  to  the  14th  and  15th  Centuries  but 
its  early  style  of  architecture  has  been  destroyed.  Its  registers  date  back  to 
1562  and  copies  have  been  made  of  the  early  records  which  are  in  typewritten 
form,  of  which  a  copy  is  in  the  CONGRESSIONAL  LIBRARY  in  WASHINGTON, 
D.  C.  It  was  a  piece  of  good  fortune  that  an  associate  of  the  writer  saw  it 
and  called  his  attention  to  the  TOPPING  entries.  This  greatly  expedited  the

This  village  is  about  6  miles  S.  E.  of  LEIGHTON  BUZZARD,  an 
ancient  place,  dating  back  to  as  early  as  the  3rd  Century.  WATLING  STREET, 
the  modern  name  of  the  old  Roman  road  and  IGKNIELD  WAY,  the  ancient  British 
road  meet  here  so  that  DUNSTABLE  (called  DUNSTAPLE)  in  the  15th  Century 
is  located  close  to  the  center  of  ENGLAND  at  the  crossroads  of  the  principal 
ancient  highways. 

It  is  a  very  prosperous  town  and  its  architecture  is  medieval 

/ 

and  well  preserved.  The  PRIORY  CHURCH  of  DUNSTABLE  -  ST.  PETERS, 
dates  back  to  1130  and  is  in  a  fine  state  of  preservation  with  little  change  in 
style.  Its  registers  date  back  to  1558.  It  was  in  this  Church  that  THOMAS 
TOPPING  (1608-1688),  our  ancestor  who  came  to  AMERICA,  married  EMMA 
ALDRIDGE,  and  it  was  here  that  some  of  their  children  were  baptized. 
DUNSTABLE  was  also  the  home  of  the  ALDRIDGE  family  and  of  several 


other  families  whose  names  occur  in  this  genealogy.

and  his  property  is  shown  on  the  original  town  layout  map.  In  1639,  he  is  listed 
as  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT  and  owned  Lot  #39. 

With  his  wife,  EMMA,  he  joins  the  Church  on  July  2,  1640. 

In  1644,  THOMAS  TOPPING  moved  to  the  HEMPSTEAD  settlement  on 
Long  Island  which  was  then  part  of  the  CONNECTICUT  Colony.  In  1647,  THOMAS 
TOPPING  and  ROBERT  COE  gave  a  bond  at  HEMPSTEAD,  L.  I.  -  Recorded  in  the 
Dutch  Manuscripts  -  N.  Y.  Vol.  II,  P.  38.  He  remained  there  until  about  1649  when 
he  moved  to  SOUTHAMPTON  where  he  was  listed  as  a  FREEMAN  and  he  established 
a  home  on  what  is  now  (1958)  SOUTH  MAIN  STREET.  This  original  house  is  still 
standing  and  is  part  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Rectory.  He  lived  in  SOUTHAMPTON 
until  about  1673  and  it  is  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  FIRST  CHURCH  of  CHiUST 
at  SOUTHAMPTON  that  on  December  9,  1673,  he  was  dismissed  to  the  CHURCH  at 
MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT.

The  Town  Records  of  SOUTHAMPTON  are  full  of  entries  as  to  his 
activities  and  land  recordings.  He  was  a  Representative  from  SOUTHAMPTON  to 
HARTFORD  in  the  years  from  1656  to  1664.  SOUTHAMPTON,  L.I.was  part  of  the 
CONNECTICUT  COLONY  until  1664  when  it  became  part  of  NEW  YORK. 

During  his  time  at  SOUTHAMPTON,  there  were  numerous  divisions 
of  land  and  THOMAS,  as  a  proprietor,  shared  in  these  divisions.  As  a  result,  his 
four  sons  were  well  provided  for  as  they  came  to  maturity.  His  oldest  son, 
THOMAS,  inherited  the  home  lot  and  property  in  SOUTHAMPTON  VILLAGE  and 
his  sons,  JAMES,  JOHN  and  ELNATHAN  shared  in  other  lands  such  as 
SAGAPONACK,  BRIDGEHAMPTON,  etc. 

In  1666,  THOMAS  made  a  purchase  of  land  from  the  INDIANS,  vast 
in  area,  and  which  was  known  as  TOPPINO’S  PURCHASE.  This  land  extended 
from  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  known  as  EASTPORT  and  SPEONK  to  the  BROOK- 
HAVEN  TOWN  LINE  and  north  to  RIVERHEAD.  This  purchase  precipitated  a 
violent  controversy,  the  town  proprietors  maintaining  that  no  individual  could 
purchase  land  from  the  INDIANS.  Subsequent  court  action  found  in  favor  of 
the  proprietors  and  the  purchase  was  declared  void  but  to  this  day  (1958)  maps 
and  deeds  show  reference  to  TOPPING’S  PURCHASE. 

In  1673,  THOMAS  disposed  of  his  lands  on  LONG  ISLAND  and  moved 
to  MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT  and  later  to  BRANFORD,  CONNECTICUT.  Some  of 
the  entries  in  the  SOUTHAMPTON  TOWN  RECORDS  read:

He  also  mentions  his  daughters,  MARY  QUINNEY  and 
MARTHA  HERRICK.  Prior  to  leaving  LONG  ISLAND,  he  had 
given  lands  to  his  sons  THOMAS  and  JOHN,  and  he  had  later 
confirmed  these  grants. 


All  of  his  children  were  by  his  first  wife,  (2)  EMMA  ALDRIDGE, 
who  died  about  1666.  He  later  married  (9)  MARY  WELLES  BALDWIN,  widow  of 
TIMOTHY  BALDWIN,*  after  her  death  about  1668,  he  married  (10)  LYDIA 
WILFORD,  widow  of  JOHN  WILFORD,  and  she  lived  until  1694. 

As  THOMAS  TOPPING  lived  to  an  advanced  age  of  some  80  years 
which  was  exceptional  for  the  times  and  had  a  very  active  life  in  so  many  places, 
I  have  often  wondered  exactly  how  one  could  describe  what  he  did.  In  modern 
times,  I  think  he  would  be  called  a  farmer,  real  estate  operator,  politician, 
magistrate  and  a  soldier  in  the  national  guard.  He  certainly  had  a  full  life  and 
provided  well  for  his  family.

After  these  many  years  of  search,  I  have  concluded  that  about  70%  of 
all  the  people  named  TOPPING  who  ever  lived  in  America  descend  from  THOMAS 
TOPPING  (1608-1688).  The  others  stem  from  several  other  people  named  TOPPING 
who  came  to  this  country  at  a  later  date.  One  particular  group  stem  from  a  settle¬ 
ment  of  a  TOPPING  in  Virginia  in  Colonial  times. 

Of  all  those  living  now  or  in  the  past  two  hundred  years  in  America 
who  stem  from  THOMAS  TOPPING,  they  are  either  from  JOHN  (1636-1686)  or  I 
ELNATHAN  (1640  -1705).  The  male  line  of  (3)  THOMAS  and  (4)  JAMES  ran  out  in 
the  early  generations. 

The  writer  descends  from  (5)  JOHN  (1636-1686). 
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The  data  as  set  forth  on  the  previous  pages  cover  the  generations 
in  direct  line  from  (El)  RICHARD  TOPPING  to  (E44)  THOMAS  TOPPING  who 
came  to  America  in  1636.  There  is  also  included  some  pages  of  historical 
and  geographical  data  of  the  locality  where  these  individuals  lived.  The  en- 
suing  pages  in  first  name  alphabetical  order  list  all  of  the  data  available  for 
each  male  or  female  born  TOPPING  and  also  data  of  those  they  married.  To 
use  these  pages  without  an  index  all  one  needs  to  know  is  the  given  name  of  an 
ancestor  and  it  is  then  very  simple  to  construct  a  pedigree.  The  number  pre°

Now  if  NEW  ENGLAND  refers  to  all  the  Colonies  including 
VIRGINIA,  then  there  is  a  wider  field  for  search  for  2  or  3  people 
named  TOPPING  other  than  (E44)  THOMAS  TOPPING  (1608-1688).
